westora third of dts area. The possi- 
bilities of codfnsion are Increased by 
tbe fact tkat tbe Island It aim known 
M Santo Domingo and San Doming*, 
name* applhid llMwiae to tke Domini- 
can Republic, which occupies the east- 
ern two-thirds of the laad unit. 


Tke name Haiti Is much used be- 


cause It was tbe descriptive term, 
meaning "high land." given to the 
island by Its aborigine*. This was the 
favorite tatead *f tke West todies to 
Columbus, wke reserved for tt the moat 
complimentary name bcatowed oa the 
lands wklch ke discovered—Hlapan- 
lola, "little Spam." Something of the 
impression which thia beautiful and 
promising island made on the great 
discoverer can be gleaned from hi* 
reference to It as a "Garden of Eden," 
and from to« fact that he named the 
point at which be first set foot in 
Hatt, December «, 1492. -the Vale of 
Paradise." 


HMory has been prodigal to the 


island of Haiti and has crowded one 
Interesting and tragic event after an- 
other Into the relatively short span of 
years since the eyes of white men first 
beheld It* towering peaks. 
On It* 


northern coast, near the present Cape 
Baltlen. the Santa Maria, which bore 
Columbus to the new world, was 
wrecked on Christmas eve, 14A2, and 
from Its broken, historic boards was. 
set up by tke crew the first structure 
erected by Europeans In tbe western 
komlspnere. This was the fortress of 
Navidad. in which the men of the 
Santa Maria were killed while Colum- 
bus was on bis return voyage to Spain 
to report bis epoch-making discovery 
of "tbe Indies." 


Farther to the east on the northern 


coast of tke Island Columbus built on 
kl* return tke first « hltc settlement In 
tbe new world, naming the little town 
"Isabella" for the queen who had 
made hi* voyage of discovrry possible. 
On this second trip Columbus brought 
with him to hl« magic isle a ffrmt fleet 
bearing a targe force or «ol<li<>r<i and 
adventurer*. After defeating thv na- 
tives the conquerors Journeyed to the. 
•oath coast aad ther* laid the foun- 
dation* of the dty of Santo Dotpfngo— 
first permanenfclry established by Eu- 
ropeans In America, for many yean 
the most Importnut outpost of western 
dvlliiatlon. and foreruaner of the 
cottntless cities and village* that arc 
tbe seats today of ih* laioauj. ctas- 
merce *nd culture of the three Amer-

Odessa had hundred* of sidewalk 


cafes. Its mualdpal opera and Its pal- 
aces of chance. It had more than half 
a million population, yet It is one of 
the newest cities in Europe. MOKOW** 
history 
extends 
over a 
thousand 


years, that of Odessa only a little be- 
yond a century. 


There Is a unique analogy between 


Odesaa and tbe capital city of the 
United States. Botk were started at 
about tie same time—during the last 
decade of the eighteenth century—and 
both were begun because of the far- 
seeing wisdom of. the chief executive* 
of the two nations. 


Perhaps the oddest coincidence to 


the fact that they both were planned 
by foreign civil englnoWs, of V** aame 
nation.
